No SCARLET PAINT. 


London's eineeiae ~ghapéd~ fire” 
alarm boxes are to go, and: probably 
their attendant lamp-posts will jose 
their cont of scarlet paint. . a 

The present alarm . boxes—dr, 
rather: the open circuit aystem on 
which they, are worked—are respon 
sible for half of ‘London's 2,600 fulse 
alarms a year. It ‘merely requires 
a vehicle. or Jightning to strike a 
street fire alarm, a short circuit, or 
‘Post Office electricians’ to mistake 4 
wire and cut it for the brigade to be 
needlessly turned out. _Ench turn 
out costs about £12, - 
_The system chosen to.replace tho 
one now in use is "known as the 
closed circuit, and it works: almost 
uncannily. Not only. does it watch 
itself. und report any attempt to ine 
jure it, but it reporta only twa, kinds 
of alarm—the genuine and tho 
maligiously fal e, “It cannot confuse 
a call,’ and.it will not allow a cull to 
be “mistaken,” Everything it re- 
ports is ‘definite, and positive. It 
‘has neyer been known to fail, 


The first of these new fire alarm 
boxes Is to be erected near the 
heudquarters station in Southwick 
Bridge Road. The box [s somewhat 
like the front ‘of a miniature’ cot- 
tage. The pupporting pillar will be 
carried above the box, und be sur- 
mounted :by. a fire ‘brigade ‘red 
crystal glass, globe,” which: will be 
illuminated. during the night, °° 


* +Code Number System. 

Calls tranamitted'from any of the 
26 new boxes, in the headquarters 
area will be simultaneously repeated 
and recorded in the Whitefriars, or 
linked, fire station, which, according 
to routine, dispatches u motor pump 
and crew’ to all calls in’ the head- 
«quarters area.‘ 

The principle on which the new 
system works is ‘that a -number of 
boxes, up to 30, form a circuit, 
through which a gentle current of 
electricity is always flowing. Each 
box has its code number, which may 
he any number that does not con- 
tain'a cypher. : : 

‘Suppose Box 24 ig pulled: A 
toothed wheel inside the box breaka 
the circuit in the following manner; 
11,1111. ‘These breaks are instant. 
ly recorded at the receiving station, 
where they appear in a large frame 
box ‘as 24, are. beaten’ on a large 
alarm gong, and pinched on a tape. 

The call is repeated four times: to- 
eliminate the ‘slightest “posible 
chance of error, and, by. means of a 
repeating instrument, it can be 
simultaneously recorded in‘ every 
fire ” station in the brigadc. The 
recording tape is at the ‘same time 
stamped with the exact time at 
which the box was pulled. The 
clock which does this is of such 
ingenious. construction ‘that, whei.

Vatican City, May 15, 
Speaking in Italian, French and 
German, Pope Pius addressed 
10,000. workmen in the courtyard 
of San Damaso to-day, exhorting 
them to industrial concord and 
union, 


“The, Pope blesaed and counselled 
Iabour. of the world at an ‘obser- 
vance commemorating Pope’ ‘Leo 
XIU’s encyclical «on Rerum 


Novarium dealing: with the rights’ 


and duties of workers. ‘ He cele- 
btated mass in the forenoon in St 
Peter’s in the presence of nearly 
20,000 persons, half of whom were 
Catholic workers, : 

’ The reconstruction of the entire 
economic system by “bringing it 


‘back to the requirements of social, 


justice, so as to.insure the more 
equitable distribution of the united 
proceeds of capital and labour" 
was urged in the' encyclical letter 
‘broadcast. by the Pontiff 
afternoon. 


The letter goes farther ‘than tha j 


encyclical issued 40 years ago by 
Pope Leo, The Pope said that his 
reason from the encyclical’ was 
that, it “will trace for'the church 
and world at large an ample pro- 
gramme which remains to be 
realised before the courageous and 
aplendid initiative of: Pope -Leo 
XII can be said to have complete- 
ly attuined its purposes. - 
’ Three Parts.’ 

The letter was divided into threo 
parts. Inthe firat the Pontiff 
enumerated the benefits which’ ‘re 
sulted from Pope: Leo's encyclical 
letter. 
ed of given form, substance ‘and 
development to’ sociology ' and 
economics according to the Catho- 
lic principle; the ‘promoting of a 
more solid organisation of working 
mon in the religious, moral and 
soglal fields. ' 


Pope Led's.encyclical,: the letter. 


stated, “also, ia’ a, resolute assertion 
of the’ right possessed even by 
working men to form associations 


for their mutual aid and for the |: 


legitimate defence of their common 
interest.” 

In‘ the second part, Pope Pius 
discussed the changes which have 
occurred since Pope Leo's : time.
